To the Editor of Mindand Matter. 


Your last issue contains an editorial upou “Prof. 
Kiddle,” which contains many seriously erroneous 
statements, not only in regard to myself, but in re- 
lation to the trath of spirit communion.

The Jesuit Again at Work. 


Why does the editor of the Journal labor so per- 
sistently to divert attention from the .demoniac 
work of the Spirit Enemies of Spiritualism to sup- 
press it? For several weeks he has persistently 
labored to discredit the mediumship of the world- 
renowned medium, J. V. Mansfield, cf New York.

“ARCHIBALD CONSTABLE, (1774—1827), the 
well-known Edinburgh publisher, was born in the 
parish of Carnbee, Fifeshire; on the 24th of Febru- 
ary, 1774. Having been educated at the parish 
school, he was, at hig own request, apprenticed to a 
bookseller in Edinburgh, named Peter Hill. From 
the first he took a great interest `in books; and he 
obtained permission from his master to attend 
book sales and purchase rare works, of which he 
drew up carefully executed catalogues. When not 
twenty-one years of age he bad married and com- 
menced business on bis own account. He took 
special interest in Scottish literature; the rare

-Dear Sir :—I wish to give your readers a brief” 
account of my first. experience with `a flower me- 
dinm. . I have been deeply interested in that phase 
of mediumship, and read thé accounts, by others 
with much pleasure, but never had the privilege of 
being present at a flower seance until I was in Bos- 
ton, a short time since, when I was present at one 
of Mrs. Thayer's seances. sa a aS 
- The room was examined-—-the medium was with 
us .in the bright gaslight ‘until the seance com- 
menced. The door ‘was jocked and one of the gen- 
tlemen had possession of the key. The medium ` ; 
sat between two individuals, with her hands on & < 
piece of cork placed on the'table and held by those j 
between whom ` she sat. The lights’ being turned on 
down.there came a strong breeze, as, it is ‘said, ib 
usual before the manifestations commence, which, ` 
in itself, was a powerful test of spirit power, for it ` 
could: not be produced by any known law: In 
fifteen minutes we all heard a swooping sound: atid. 
| something striking the table with some  forcej at 
different points, that is, before each one of us. A 

light was struck, and before us on-the table was a 
pine bough three feet long by two and a half wide, 

with new bids,-or cones, of this year’s growth upon 
it as large as a man’s thumb. Flowers in abund- 
ance came to each and every one in the circle. 

There were seven calla lillies, of more than ordi- 
-nary s'ze, eight ferns of ‘enormous size, and one of 
them a kind I never saw in this country. 

- A number of those present got flowers enough 
for a large bouquet; aud yet, all were covered ‘with 
a dampness like dew, and in perfect shape, not a 
leaf crumpled, nor a decayed spot on any leaf, nor 
a stalk broken. Ma, 

It was a most wonderful seance, and I would 
like to . have those wise savans who accuse Mrs. 
Thayer of fraud, as I heard old professed Spiritual- - 
ists at Harvard Rooms, New York, do,-€x plain this 
demonstration of spirit power. No rose buds, 
wrapped in a handkerchief, can. explain how a pine 
bough three. feet long got into that room., nor the 
abundance of large flowers, without being injured. 
At the time I replitd to those who made the attack 
on flower mediums in Harvard Rooms, that I had 
never seen for myself. But now I have seen and 
know whereof I speak. I, at that time, took’ testi- 
mony of: others, but now I can testify. myself, and 
this is my mite towards doing justice'to as good a 
medium as we have among us.

In the, 
course of a few minutes another spirit took control, 
but did not seem willing to communicate, was self- 
willed, and when I spoke of teaching the medium, 
paid no attention to what I said for some time; but 
as I persevered and kept requesting him to leave 
the medium jin the condition in which he found 
her when he took control, and I would ‘then teach 
her many importaut things for her benefit, etc. He 
eventuallv agreed to do as I requested, but when 
he lett failed tu do so, and she was again in a nor 
mal condition. - 
. Again, another spirit, took control, who, having 
perfect control of her speech, stated that be had 
sole control of the medium, and did not permit any 
spirit to control her without his consent, and when 
I spoke to him and was about to explain. what: I 
désired to teach the medium, etc., ke interrupted 
me, and v2ry contémptuously remarked: ‘You 
teach us anything ?” and then went on making the. 
same statement about his sole control of the medi- 
um, etc., which were so purely selfish that I re- 
provingly said to him that I thought that selfishness 
was not generally considered a becoming quality in 
-the spirit world, and that I did not desire to teach. 
‘spirits who. were posted, but that if he would listen 
to me until’ I could .explain what I wanted to 
teach the medium—andgvhat was’ necessary to be 
done before I could-do. so, I would endeavor’ to 
make him understand what was necessary. : 
He not objecting, I then stated that if he would 
leave the medium in the same condition that he 
found her in when he took control_I would teach 
her how to throw any part of : her body into an in- 
sensible condition, and was abaut to state the uses: 
and benefits that such a power would be to the 
‘medium, when he again interrupted me by stating 
that it could not be done, and that if it could, it- 
would be of no use to the medium; but, when 
asked whether the power to render any part of the 
body insensible to pain, was of no use to ber? he 
replied, that. perhaps it might be, if it were. possible 
for her to possess that power, and, although doubt- 
ing, he was willing to let me try what I could 
effect, upon conditions that I would not injare her.
